2. Amendment of Section 32 .— In section 32 of the Goa, Daman and Diu Land Revenue Code, 1968 (Act 9 of 1969) 
as in foce in the Union Territory of Daman and Diu, in sub-section (6), for the words and figure “prescribed under the rules” the 
following words and figures shall be substituted, namely :— 

“prescribed under the rales on payment of the fees at the rates mentioned as under :— 

(i) on personal housing Rs. 2/- per

Further to amend the Goa Land Revenue Code, 1968. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa in the forty-fifth Year 
of the Republic of India as follows :— 

1. Short title and commencement .— 

(1) This Act may be called the Goa Land Revenue Code (Amendment) Act, 1994. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

(3) It extends to the Union Territory of Daman and Diu. 

2. Amendment of Section 61.— In Section 61 of the Goa, Daman and Diu Land Revenue Code, 1968 (Act 9 of 1969) as 
in force in the Union Territory of Daman and Diu (hereinafter referred to as the “Principal Act”), after sub-section (3) the 
following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall apply to any land acquired under the Land Acquisition Act, 
1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894), in respect of which no suit is pending in any Court and it shall be lawful for the 
Director of Settlement and Land Records to carry out, partition and effect necessary changes in the Land 
record on the basis of records relating to possession obtained under section 16 of the Land Acquisition Act, 
1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894).” 
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3. Amendment of Section 97 .—In Section 97 of the Principal Act after sub-section (2), the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall apply to the lands acquired under the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894), in respect of which no suit is pending in any Court and it shall be lawftil for 
the Talathi to carry out the mutation on the basis of records relating to possession obtained under section 16 of 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 (Central Act 1 of 1894).”
